11 . (C)  The  four  oil  service  company  hostages  were  not 
released.  Bayelsa  Secretary  of  the  State  Government  Dr. 

Igali  told  Conoff  he  received  a call  after  midnight  that  the 
three  associates  of  the  kidnappers  had  left  Warri,  Delta 
State,  to  pick-up  the  hostages.  However,  by  three  a.m.,  Dr. 

Igali  received  another  call  that  the  release  could  not  go 
forward  because  the  kidnappers  were  wary  of  the  presence  of 
GON  military  boats  in  the  area.  SSG  Igali  is  making 
arrangements  to  reduce  the  number  of  GON  boats  on  patrol  so 
that  the  release  can  take  place  this  evening. 

12.  (C)  Post  will  submit  an  additional  sitrep  later  today 
once  we  have  more  details  regarding  the  release  operation 
planned  for  tonight.
